WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, in his first special 
message to Congress, today pro- 
posed that the Government guar- 


antee the principal of the $2,000,- 
000,000 in bonds for refinancing of 
farm mortgages. 

Also, in a conference with Chair- 
man Fahey of the Home Loan 
Board, he agreed that the $2,000,- 
000,000 in home loan bonds should 
be treated on a basis of substantial 
equality as the farm mortgage 
bonds. A recommendation on meth- 
ods of providing some form of Gov- 
ernment guarantee is now being 
prepared, but today’s message did 
not deal with this. 

The Senate and House were ac- 
quainted in the brief communica- 
tion with the President’s conviction 
that the Government has the moral 
responsibilty to guarantee the 
farm loan issues. He pointed out 
that the action recommended 
waquld put the bonds on a par with 
Treasury securities. 

“It is true,” he said, “that tech- 
nically the responsibilities of the 
Government will be increased by 
the amount of $2,000,000,000, but it 
seems in every way right that we 
thus publicly acknowledge what 
amounts already to a moral obliga- 
tion. 

“In any event, the securities to 
be offered are backed, not only by 
the credit of the Government, but 
also by physical property of very 
definite value.” 

The Democratic leadership of 
Senate and House expressed no 
doubt that they would be able to 
get the legislation wanted. Bills 
to the end sought already were pre- 
pared, and action was to be asked 
for without delay. 

Text of the Message. 

The text of the message follows: 

To the Congress: 

I have already suggested to 
the Congress that one of our 
tasks, in the light of experience, 
is to improve and perfect pre- 
vious legislation.

The result of providing a bond 
on which both the principal and 
interest are guaranteed would be 
to put such bonds on a par with 
Treasury securities. 

Virtually Self-Sustaining. 

By setting up a corporation to 
issue these bonds, the important 
task of refinancing agricultural 
indebtedness can be continued on 
virtually a self-sustaining basis. 

The Farm Credit Administra- 
tion is expediting the disburse- 
ment of funds. In order that 
progress in making loans may be 
uninterrupted, I hope that the 
Congress will give attention to 
this subject as soon as possible. 

It is true that technically the

Home Loan Consideration.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 10.— 
The deadlock in the sales tax con- 
ference committee was broken this 
afternoon when the five House 
members signed the conference re- 
port and it went to both houses for 
consideration.

Seemingly in agreement when the 
committee adjourned last night, the 
House conferees, under the leader- 
ship of Representative Munger of 
Scott County, refused to attach 
their signatures and submission of 
the report was delayed until the 
afternoon session.

Park and inclusion in the tax base 
anything but retail sales of tangible 
personal property. 

The report recommends a % of 1 
per cent rate and the inclusion of 
several services in the base. 

Hope to Beat Report. 

During the period of delay, sev- 
eral House members, after a con-' 
ference with the Governor, banded 
together to attempt to defeat adop- 
tion of the report, with a view to | 
sending it back to the conference 
committee with instructions to the 
House conferees as to how far they 
should go in making concessions to 
the Senate. 

This group will endeavor to com-. 
mit the House to omitting public

GUNTINENTAL LIFE 
DENIES CHARGES IN 
DISSOLUTION SUIT 


Files Answer Asking for 
Dismissal of Action and 
Declaring Company Is 
Not Mismanaged. 


In an answer filed in Circuit 
Court today the Continental Life 
Insurance Co. denies that it is in- 
solvent or mismanaged and asks 
for dismissal of the dissolution suit 
brought against it by the State In- 
surance Department and for re- 
moval of the agent of the Court 
who has been in charge of the 
company for the last week. 

The answer states that the com- 
pany is not “in danger of becoming 
impaired or insolvent if the present 
management continues and that pol- 
icy holders and others interested 
therein are not in danger of suffer- 
ing losses.” 

It states that on the contrary, 
the company is “enjoying a profit- 
able and growing business and its 
percentage of net earnings com- 
pares favorably with that of the 
other companies, foreign and do- 
mestic, doing business in this State.” 

O’Maliey’s Motive Attacked. 

The company asserts the dissolu- 
tion suit was brought by Superin- 
tendent R. Emmet O’Malley of the 
Insurance Department “solely be- 
cause defendant refused to acqui- 
esce in plaintiff's demands that he 
be permitted to run the company 
and appoint its officers and direc- 
tor, demands which plaintiff has no 
right to make under the laws of 
Missouri.” 

The answer was made for the 
company by Attorneys A. D. Nor- 
toni, Frank Pace and Theodore 
Rassieur. 

Hearing of the suit is set for Fri- 
day in Division No. 2 of Circuit 
Court. . The Insurance Superintend- 
ent alleged the company is either 
insolvent or in danger of becoming 
so if continued under the present 
management, and a temporary in- 
junction was issued restraining it 
from operation. E. B. Toler was 
placed in charge as agent of the 
court. 

At the request of attorneys for 
the Insurance Department, Circuit 
Judge Ryan today issued subpenas 
duces tecum for the production at 
the hearing of books, records and 
financial statements of the Conti- 
nental Securities & Holding Co., the 
Grand National Co., now known as 
the Missouri Home Mortgage Co., 
and the Grand National Bank.

WEATHER DELAYS 
START OF NAVAL 
HONOLULU FLiGhT 


Four of Six Planes Still 
Down an Hour After 
First Two Get Into Air 
and Circle.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 10.—Lack 
of wind to ai dthe heavily-loaded 
ships on the take-off today de- 
layed the Navy’s massed flight to 
Honolulu. Nearly an hour after 
the first ship had taken the air 
four of the flying boats still rested 
on the waters of Paradise Cove. 


The 10-P-4, commanded by Lieut. | 


T. D. Guinn of Atlanta, Ga., was 
the first to take off, rising from 
the water shortly after noon. Lieut. 
Guinn circled while he waited for 
the others to join in the formation 
non-stop flight to Honolulu, a dis- 
tance of about 2400 land miles. 
Lieut.Commander Knefler Mc 
Ginnis, commanding the flight, 
went aloft in the second plane at 
12:45 p. m. A third plane left the 
water a few minutes later but 


dropped back to the surface after 
rising only a few feet. 

The ships raced across the bay 
in their efforts to get into the air. 
Coast Guard vessels kept pleasure 
craft away from the take-off area. 
The weather was cold and fog lay 
on parts of the bay.

LEIPZIG, Germany, Jan. 10.— 
Marinus van der Lubbe, 24-year-old 
Dutch stonemason, was guillotined 
today for high treason in the burn- 
ing of the Reichstag building in 


Berlin last February. 

At his trial, at which four Com- 
munist co-defendants were acquit- 
ted, Van der Lubbe confessed set- 
ting the fire. The death sentence 
was pronounced Dec. 23. 

Appeals of the Dutch Government 
for a commutation of sentence were 
unavailing. It was argued that Van 
der Lubbe was convicted under a 
law which was not in effect at the 
time the crime was committed—a 
a law specially enacted and made 
retroactive to cover the case. 

At 7:25 o’clock this morning, a 
few strokes: of the prison bell an- 
nounced to the world that someone 
was paying the extreme penalty. 
Few realized that it was Van der 
Lubbe. There had been no intima» 
tion that President von Hindenburg 
would decline to pardon the Dutch- 
man. 
Examined and Found Sane, 

Van der Lubbe had been given @ 
medical examination yesterday. and 
pronounced sane. 

Late last night he was told he 
would be put to death in the morn- 
ing, but the announcement d:d not 
rouse him from the stupor in which 
he remained virtually throughout 
the long trial. He did not reply te 
the question whether he wanted @ 
clergyman and he expressed no spe~ 
cial wish. 

The guillotine was erected during 
the night by the official execution- 
er and his attendants in the prison 
yard. 

At 6 o’clock the warden entered 
the cell. Without a word, Van der 
Lubbe arose. He was shaved and 
then led into the courtyard. 

There State’s Attorney Werner, 
several physicians and 12 citizens 
“of good repute” were assembled, 

Still manifesting no emotion, Van 
der Lubbe listened with bowed head 
as the death sentence was road by 
Judge Wilhelm Buenger, who pre- 
sided at the trial. He shook his 
head when asked if he wanted to 
make a statement. 

Werner then said, “I surrender 
you to the executioner.” 

Executioner Does His Work. 

The executioner, Herr Goebler of 
Magdeburg, dressed in formal eve- 
ning clothes and wearing white 
gloves, laid his hand on the con- 
demned man’s shoulder. The young 
man ascended the scaffold, where 
he was tied down. Goebler pressed 
a button. The heavy knife fell and 
Van der Lubbe’s head rolled into a 
basket of sawdust. In 30 seconds 
it was all over. 

A clergyman was praying. The 
executioner called out: “Justice has 
been done!” Then a physician 


stepped forward, attested the death 
and, while witnesses signed the 
record, the body was removed. Ne 
Dutch officials attended.

But there is nothing in the law 
to prohibit a bar and a brass rail, 
a mirror or back bar and nothing 
to require that the “public view” 
shall be from the street. 

It is probable that before long 
the courts will be called upon to 
give a judicial definition of the 
word “saloon” under this section. 
The bill gives home rule to St. 
{Louis and other cities, with the ex- 
ception that it might be possible 
for the State supervisor of liquor 
control, who will be appointed by 
the Governor, to refuse licenses for 
places which in his opinion would 
come under the classifications of 
“saloons.” 
The State supervisor is prohibited 
from issuing any license until the 
applicant has complied with all city 
ordinances and regulations. 
The revenue which will be pro- 
duced for the State by the bill is 
uncertain, estimates ranging from 
$1,500,000 to $4,000,000. 
The tax on whisky, brandy, rum 
and gin is fixed at 80 cents per 
gallon, on light wines at 20 cents 
per gallon, on fortified wines at 40 
cents per gallon and on beer at $1 
per barrel. 

Scale of License Fees. 
The scale of State license fees 
fixed is: 
For sale of intoxicating liquor in 
original packages, $50 a year. 
For sale of beer only, $50 a year. 
For sale of all kinds of intoxicat- 
ing liquor, $300 a year. 
For sale of all kinds of intoxicat- 
ing liquor in dining cars, one li- 
cense of $100 a year for the com- 
pany, regardless of the number of 
cars operated. 
Wholesale liquor dealers’ license 
for all kinds of liquor, $500 a year. 
Distiller’s or blender license, $250 
a year. 
Wholesale beer dealer’s license, 
$100 a year. 

Wine dealer’s license, $200 a year.

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SENATE COMMITTEE APPROVES 
BULLITT AS AMBASSADOR 


New Envoy to Russia Appears Be- 
fore Group; Pittman Says He 
Made “Splendid Impression.” 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—The 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee today approved, 14 to 2, the 
nomination of William C. Bullitt of 
Pennsylvania .as Ambassador to 
Soviet Russia after Bullitt had made 
@ personal appearance. 

Chairman Pittman said Bullitt, 
recently returned from a hurried 
trip to Russia, made a “splendid 
impression” on the committee afd 
several Senators, including those 


opposed to recognition, “took oc- 
casion to say so.”

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GOVERNMENT AGENTS 
SEIZE BAD LIQUOR HERE 


20 Liquor Dealers Called on 
to.Explain Possession of 
Bootleg Product. 


— 


A check by Internal Revenue 
agents of liquors on sale in St. 
Louis and vicinity, which disclosed 
Tuesday and yesterday that much 
illicit and unpalatable whisky and 
wine is being sold under the guise 
of legality and comparative excel- 
lence, will be continued indefinitely, 
Ralph E. Herrick, in charge of the 
local Alcohol Beverage Unit, said 
today. 

As a result of the investigation 


proprietors of 20 bars and liquor 
stores were called to the Federal 
Building yesterday to explain fully 
how they happened to be in posses- 
sion of liquors which were either 
frankly bootleg,’or feeble imitations 
of the legal product. 

Primarily the checks was made 
to determine whether the Federal 
tax was paid dh liquors up for sale. 
Under such conditions Internal 
Revenue agents may legally go over 
the stock of a licensed retail dealer 
without a search warrant. It was 
only in cases where it appeared 
taxes had not been paid that deal- 
ers were called upon to explain 
their possession of it. 

Herrick said that his force, 31 
agents, will attempt to go to the 
supply of the Ulegal liquor, as well 
as continuing its guard of bridges 
to prevent shipment into Missouri 
even of jegal liquor. As a dry state, 
Missouri is entitled to the protec 
tion of the Federal Government 
against liquor shipments except for 
medicinal purposes. 

“When we have completed our in- 
quiry,” Herrick said, “our findings 
will be laid before the United States 
Attorney for his action.” 

Among the discoveries of Her- 
rick’s agents was that some dealers 
had in their stocks whisky bearing 
counterfeit revenue stamps. Federal 
law provides a penalty up to $1000 
fine and a five-year prison term for 
making or possessing stamps made 
in imitation. of Government stamps. 

All of the illicit whisky seized 
by the agents, Herrick said, was of 
poor quality, most of it worse than 
the run of bootleg liquors sold prior 
to repeal. While convinced by smell 
and taste tests of its quality, Her- 
rick sent some to a chemist to be 
analyzed, largely out of curiosity 
to know just what it contained. 

One of the interesting finds was 
a quantity of synthetic champagne 
labeled, quite truthfully, “Cham- 
pagne de Pomme”—apple cham- 
pagne, Herrick said he had found 
it was made of apple cider, soda 
to produce effervescence, and a 
small quantity of alcohol. Care- 
fully the pretentious white-and-gold 
label stated, in small type: “Pro- 
duced from our own formula of 
pure fruit juices in imitation of 
natural French champagne.”

Clash Occurs at Sacramen- 
to, Cal., When Members 
of Industrial Union Dis- 
tribute Call to Meeting.

SACRAMENTO, Cal, Jan. 10.— 
Thirteen persons were injured in a 
clash between members of the Con- 
struction Workers’ Industrial Un- 
ion, said by police to be a Com- 
munist organization, and Civil 
Works Administration workers yes- 
terday.

Police reports said 75 CWA work- | 


ers were involved and the police

The clash was the second in two 
days and was due, leaders of the 
CWA group said, to the presence 
of organizers at the Southern Pa- 
cific Station whén the train bear- 
ing homeward-bound CWA workers 
arrived. 

The members of the Industrial 
Union passed out cards to the 
workers urging them to attend a 
meeting tonight at which five de- 
mands would be formulated. Joseph 
Oakley, one of the leaders of the 
CWA group, told police two of the 
industrialists heckled the workers. 


Workers Chase Organizers. 


The fighting began as soon as 
the workers left the train. Four 
of the organizers ran and two oth- 
ers fought a few moments, then 
fled. 

“We started out after them,” said 
Oakley. “We caught up with two 
of the men and another short fight 
followed. The organizers, saying 
they were merely hired td pass out 
the cards, fled a second time and 
sought refuge in their headquar- 
ters at Ninth and H streets, only 
to have the CWA group kick in the 
door and continue the fight.” _ 

The CWA men said there were 
between 15 and 20 men in the hall 
at first, but that some _ escaped 
through the windows. Construction 
workers declared there were but 
half a dozen men there. 


Fight Lasts 20 Minutes. 


The fighting lasted 20 minutes be- 
fore the police could restore order.

CITY FILES TWO PETITIONS 
ON GAS COMPANY REGULATION 


Asks That Mississippi River Fuel 
Concern Be Declared 
Public Utility. 

The city, through its legal de- 
partment, today filed two petitions 
relating to gas regulation and rates, 
with the State Public Service Com- 
mission. 

It filed an tntervening petition in 
the investigation which the State 
Commission is making of’the com- 
mission’s power to regulate distribu- 
tion of natural gas by the Missis- 
sippi River Fuel Co. At present, 
the city’s intervening petition says, 
the company is an unregulated dis- 
tributer of gas, and makes con- 
tracts with individuais and firms. 
The city wants the company to be 
declared a public utility, which 
would be required to sell gas at 
fixed rates to private consumers 
and to the city. 

The company today notified the 
commission that it would apply to 
the Federal District Court for an in- 
junction to stop the commission's 


‘investigation. It asserts it is not a 


public utility and is engaged solely 
in interstate commerce, piping its 
gas from Louisiana. 

The city asked also for further 
hearings, in St. Louis, on the penal- 
ties charged by the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. for delinquency in pay- 
ment of bills. The commission has 
approved a schedule of penalties of 
2, 5 and 12 per cent for bills delin- 
quent 5, 10 and 20 days. The city 
charges that these penalties are ex- 
cessive and oppressive. It asks also 
for an opportunity to offer testi- 
mony on “unfair billing practices” 
of the Laclede. 

The contention of City Counselor 
Hay, contained in the petition, is 
that the gas company should not be 
permitted to charge any penalty for 
non-payment, but should offer a 
discount for prompt payment, and 
should further depend on its right 
to cut off service.

The owners of a garage where 
an employe worked longer hours 
than specified. in the NRA code 
were directed to pay overtime 


tice of the Peace Bender yesterday 


in deciding a suit for $137.88 wages 
in favor of the employe. 

John W. Millerbaugh was em- 
ployed by the Automobile Special- 
ized Service Co., 318 North Whittier 
street, as night service man for 
about two years. After the com- 
pany signed the code, he testified, 
his pay was raised from $12.50 to 
$15 a week anu his hours reduc:d 
to where he had to work only 12 
or 14 hours a day. 

“Early in October my wife filed 
a complaint with the NRA Compli- 
ance Board,” Millerbaugh said. “One 
of the owners, Mr. A. J. Hein, 
called me in -he office very hostile 
about the report. ‘There’s only 
one thing to do, and that’s fire you,’ 
he said. ‘I’m sorry to lose your 
friendship,’ I told him. ‘Friendship, 
hell,’ he said, ‘there’s only one thing 
to do in ‘time of war. You're 
through.’ 


Afraid of Losing Job. 

“T didn’t make any report before 
October because I was afraid to. 
I have a family—three grown 
daughters—to support, and I didn’t 
want to lose my job. It’s true they 
offered me my job back after they 
fired me, but they didn’t offer to 
improve my hours—just to give me 
a different title.” 

Millerbaugh’s 22-year-old daugh- 
ter, Dorothy, testified that her fa- 
ther’s working hours were so long 
that she had to visit him at his 
work if she ever wanted to see him 
as she was employed during the 
daytime and he was sleeping or at 
work when she was home. 

Testifying in his own behalf, 
Hein, who with H. R. Wendt owns 
the Automobile Specialized Service 
Co., said he had signed the blanket 
code “with reservations,” and dur- 
ing the period of Millerbaugh’s em- 
ployment thought that certain pro- 
visions as to wages and hours spe- 
cifically those stipulating a 40-hour 
week and time and one-third for 
overtime, were not binding on him. 

Says He Offered Re-employment. 

After taking up the matter with 
the Compliance Board, he called on 
Millerbaugh and offered to re-em- 
ploy him under code conditions, he 
said. The present code provided a 
48-hour week, he said, and a mini- 
mum wage of $15, with time and 
one-third for overtime. 

Bender, in finding that Miller- 
baugh was entitled to overtime 
wages from Aug. 22, when Hein 
signed the blanket code, until his 
discharge, Oct. 6, said: “I feel the 
entire NRA is somewhat confisca- 
tory, but it is an emergency mea- 
sure of the President’s and we 
should all get behind it.” 

Millerbaugh is 45 years old and 
lives at 8128 South avenue, Over- 
land. He was represented by At- 
torney Walter Hays, Central Na- 
tional Bank Building.

ECLIPSE OF SUN TO CROSS 
PACIFIC OGEAN NEXT MONTH 


It Will Start Feb. 14, Pass Over 
International Date Line, ‘End 
on Feb. 13. , 
By the Associated Press. 
NORTHFIELD, Minn., Jan. 10.— 
An eclipse of the sun will cross 
the Pacific next month and Amer- 
ican astronomers officially appeal 
to steamships to change courses 
and head into the eclipse zone and 
report their observations. The ap- 
peal is issued in Popular Astron- 
omy, journal of American astron- 
omy. Owing t the depression, it 
states, no American expeditions are 
expected to observe the eclipse. 
The eclipse starts at dawn Feb. 
14 about 200 miles off the Malay 
It crosses the Pacific 
in 11 hours, ending close to the 
Alaskan coast at sunset. Because 
it crosses the international date 
line, it loses one calendar day, end- 
ing Feb. 13. 
Although it crosses Northern Bor- 
neo, the northern tip of the 
Celebes and a few nearby islands, 
this part of its track is too near 
sunrise for observations—just a 


flash of totality. Only on three 
small islands in the Carolines will 
its center be visible from land. 
The partial shadow will cover 
nearly half the Pacific Ocean. Just 
before sunset it will shade the west 
coast of the United States from 
Southern California to the north- 
ern border of Alaska.

Discusses NRA. 


Louis E. Kirstein, a member of 
the National Labor Board under 
the NRA, addressed yesterday’s ses- 
sion on the rapidly changing social 
and economic ideas. 

“We have ceased to glorify work,” 
said Kirstein, “and have even 
reached the point where soon the 
man who works too long, to the 
detriment of agreements with his 
fellows, will be branded a social 
saboteur. He is already 2 ‘chizeler.’ 
The hoary maxims once invoked to 
prove that there was something in- 
herently good in unending toil were 
as false as they were old.” 

The three-day convention entered 
its last session today with con- 
tinued activity on the part of buy- 
ers from all over the country. Ar- 
rival of additional visitors yester- 
day and last night brought esti- 
mates of the attendance up ‘o'7000. 
The 750 rooms in Hotels Statler, 
Jefferson, Lennox and Mayfair, en- 
gaged by manufacturers and whole- 
salers for displays, were crowded 
with retailers seeking shoes for the 
spring trade. Sales were reported 
20 per cent larger than last year’s. 

Kirstein, who a month ago retired 
as chairman of the NRA Indus 
trial Advisory Board, described in 
contrasting terms conditions in the 
country before and after the NRA. 
Coming to St. Louis directly from 
Washington, he said he appeared as 
spokesman for Gen. Johnson, NRA 
Administrator, who was unable to 
attend.

_. Her Story of Abducti 

Back home today, Mrs. Carpenter 
told how the robbers threatened to 
take her children, then decided to 
carry her-off as a shield against 
police bullets. 

Attracted by shots in the roadway 
in front of her home, Mrs. Carpen- 
ter went outside to investigate. 
One of the two men who had driv- 
en into the yard in a stolen car 
while the other pair fought police, 
seized @er and demanded, “Are 
there any children in the house we 
can take?” 

“I begged them not to go into 
the house,” she declared, “and they 
said, “All right, we'll just take you.’ 

“When the two men seized me,” 
Mrs. Carpenter said, “I started 
screaming, hoping Forrest, my 18- 
year-old stepson, would hear me, I 
fought back but they held me in 
front of them and forced me to 
their car in the road. A car 
some distance from the house I 
learned was the police car. They 
put me in che back seat and one 
of the men said, ‘We won't hurt 
you.” 

“Speeding north the man with me 
in the back seat pushed me down 
so he could shoot at the pursuing 
officers, a short distance behind. 

“T crouched down as bullets 
whizzed over my head.” 


Careful About Fingerprints. 


While at the Jackson home, Mrs. 
Carpenter said, the robbers “talked 
freely, remarking that they had 
done so much they didn’t dare 
take chances.” They were careful 
about touching objects in the 
house, fearful of leaving finger- 
prints behind. 

“They were all well dressed, 
clean shaven and acted very gen- 
tlemanly,” Mrs. Carpenter said. 
“Late in the afterneon an airplane 
conducting a search flew over the 
Jackson place, and one of the men 
immediately ran the car into a 
shed. 

“Several times the phone rang 
and they made‘one of the Jack- 
sons answer. Finally they cut the. 
telephone wires, drained oil and 
gasoline from the Jackson car and 
left. They made Mr. Jackson help 
repair their car.” 

Chief of Police Tora Spalding of 
Monroe City learned of Mrs. Car- 
penter’s release early last night 
when he sought to call the Jackson 
home by telephone and discovered 
the telephone was out of order. He 
went to the Jackson home to in- 
vestigate. 

As the police drove up to 
the Carpenter yard, the men 
opéned fire; the officers, taken by 
surprise, leaped out of their car 
and returned the fire, but the rob- 
bers escaped north on'a.dirt road 
with Mrs. Carpenter. 

The police started in pursuit and 
met the robbers coming out of a 
blind lane they took by mistake. 
Another fight followed, in which the 
officers’ car was disabled and their 
ammunition exhausted, the robbers 
fleeing north into hilly country.

The larger subscriptions division 
also will begin its work before the 
campaign opens. Leaders-of that 
group are to meet tonight at Hotel 
Chase, and tomorrow will start 
soliciting contributions from about 
2500 residents of the city and 
county who are expecied to give 
$250 or more. Speakers at tonight's 
meeting include Charles Nagel, 
president of United Relief, Ine., 
Archbishop Glennon, Rabbi Ferdi- 
nand M. Isserman and the Rev. Dr.

‘Solicitors in the employe division 
carry with them a table of sug- 
gested contributions, bearing a 
fixed relation to the income of the 
donor.

Four men and two women are 
held for further quesfioning by de- 
tectives investigating the murder 
of John W. Scott, aged private 
watchman, in an attempted. safe 
robbery at the Stanard-Tilton Mill- 
ing Co. warehouse, 2215 Scott ave- 
nue, Dec. 28. 

Detectives said one prisoner, a 
32-year-old butcher, had accused 
another, a 30-year-old chauffeur, of 
planning a safe robbery at the 
warehouse about the time Scott was 
killed. Although telling conflicting 
stories, both men denied participa- 
tion in the attempted robbery and 
the slaying of the watchman. 

The other prisoners are the wives 
of the chauffeur and butcher and 
two associates of the chauffeur. The 
chauffeur’s wife, who is separated 
from him, told detectives that he 
came to her home one morning late 
in December, gave her a shirt with 
red spots on it and asked her to 
wash it, which she did. She said 
he told her, “If the cops come 
around here asking about me, you 
tell them I was here all night.”

NEW YORK, Jan. 10.—American 
Protestants are divided on the ques- 
tion of attempting to Christianize 
the. Jews, it is shown in a report 
by a committee of 22 religious 


leaders. 
A majority of the committee 
thinks that Protestant churches

SHES SURETY FIRM 
IN CLOSED BANK DEAL 


Estate Administrator Seeks 
$3528 Entrusted to Chero- 
kee National Officer. 


Irregularities in the conduct of 
the closed Cherokee National Bank 
are the basis of a claim, taken un- 
der advisement by Probate Judge 
Holtcamp today, in which the ad- 
ministrator of an estate seeks to 
recover $3528 from the surety com- 
pany which supplied the bond of 
Rudolph Provaznik, executor of the 
estate and assistant cashier of the 
bank. 

Provaznik, removed as executor 
of the estate of Philip Wolf last 
June, after the existence of a large 
shortage at the bank became 
knowh, filed a final statement re- 
porting the estate had a balance 
of $5660 in the bank, which is being 
liquidated. Subsequently Provaznik 
and two other officers of the bank 
were sentenced to prison for em- 
bezzling $208,000 from it. 

Alroy S. Phillips, named admin- 
istrator in Provaznik’s place, filed 
the claim against the Hartford Ac- 
cident & Indemnity Co., contending 
Provaznik, knowing of irregulari- 
ties in the bank, was dereiict in his 
duty as executor of the estate when 
he permitted its funds to remain 
in the bank. The claim is for the 
amount of the balance, less the 20 
per cent liquidating payment made 
this week. 

Jack Bernhardt, receiver who is 
liquidating the bank, testified the 
Wolf estate account was one of 
those manipulated to conceal pecu- 
lations at the bank. Edward Rem- 
mert, bookkeeper for the bank, tes- 
tified. he had made certain debit and 
credit entries in various accounts 
on instructions from Provaznik, not 
knowing at the time that anything 
was Wrong. .

000 estate to two sisters. ,

The suit was filed June 20 by 
William H., Donald C., Ralph F. and 
Harold M. Bixby, Mrs. Ruth Ste- 
vems and Mrs. Emma Jordan. It 
resulted from transactions of Sir 
Northrup McMillan, who in his 
lifetime boyght assignments of the 
claims of relatives against the $7,- 
000,000 estate of his father, Wil- 
liam McMillan, car and foundry 
magnate. , 
After Sir Northrup’s death, Lady 
McMillan was. sued .by a relative 
who had made a partial assignment 
of her claim. This suit was decid- 
ed in Lady McMillan’s favor. The

PRESIDENT URGES SENATE — 
TO RATIFY THE ST. LAWRENCE 
RIVER TREATY WITH CANADA 


Stresses Power and Transportation Possibil- 
ities; Refers to Electricity Distribution 
as “Definite National Policy.” 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt this afternoon in a 
message to the Senate advocated 
the St. Lawrence waterway treaty 


with Canada and asked “the con- 
sideration of ratification.” 


“Navigation and power,” he list- 
ed as the two main considerations; 


and said “I am satisfied that the 
treaty contains adequate provision 
for the needs of the Chicago drain- 
age district and for navigation be- 
tween Lake Michigan and the Mis- 
sissippi River.” 

“I subscribe to the definite belief 
that the completion of the seaway 
will greatly serve the economic and 
transportation needs of a vast area 
of the United States and should, 
therefore, be considered solely from 
the national point of view,” he 
added. “This river is a source of 
incomparably cheap power located 
in proximity to a great industrial 
and rural market and within trans- 
mission distance of millions of do- 
mestic consumers. ‘ 

“The Legislature of the State of 
New York by unanimous vote set

Text of Message. 

The text of the message follows: 

“To the Senate: 

. “I request the consideration of 
ratification by the Senate of the so- 
called St. Lawrence treaty with 
Canada. Broad national reasons 
lead me, without hesitation, to ad- 
vocate the treaty. There are two 
main considerations, navigation 
and power. 

“Canada and the United States 
are possessed of a natural flow of 
water from near the center of the 
continent to the ocean—a _ flow 
which throughout the greater pay 
of its length is today available for 
navigation by large-size vessels. A 
system of locks at the eastern end 
of Lake Superior, a dredged chan- 
nel between Lake Huron and Lake 
Erie, and another series of great 
locks between Lake Erie and Lake 
Ontario provide free and adequate 
navigation to a point well down 
the St. Lawrence River. From 
there, a series of three rapids, all 
of them within a distance of 120 
miles, now impede navigation by 
ocean-going vessels; but a Canadian 
canal already provides facilities for 
smaller ships. This Canad canal 
now is used substantially up to its 
capacity. 

Canada Can Act Alone. 

“Two of the three rapids are 
wholly in Canadian territory; the 
other is in the so-called interna- 
tional section. A great power de- 
velopment at the Beauharnois Rap- 
ids in Canada is already nearing 


ing ships have been planned for 
and could readily be built at a low 
cost as part of the plan. This means 
that only two additional series of 
locks are required for a complete 
and continuous :seaway from Du- 
luth to salt water. I call your at- 
tention to the simple fact that Can- 
ada alone can, if desired, build 
locks at the Lachine Rapids and at 
the international sector and thus, 
provide a seaway wholly within 
Canadian control without treaty 
participation by the United States. 
This, however, would be a reversal 
of the policy of co-operation which 
the United States and Canada have 
continuously maintained for gener- 
ations. 

“I want to make it very clear 
that this great international high- 
way for shipping is without any 
question going to be completed in 
the near future and that this com- 
pletion should be carried out by 
both nations instead of -by one. 

“I am sending you herewith a 
summary of data prepared at my 
request by Governmental agencies. 
This summary, in its relation to the 
economic aspects of the seaway, 
shows ‘from the broad national 
point of view, first, that commerce 
and transportation will be greatly 
benefited, and, secondly, local fe&rs 
of economic harm to special locali- 
ties or to special interests are 
grossly exaggerated. It is, I be- 
lieve, a historic fact that every 
great improvement directed to bet- 
ter commercial communications, 
whether in the case of railroads 
into new territory, or the deepen- 
ing of great rivers, or the build- 
ing of canals, or even the cutting 
of the Isthmus‘of Panama, have all 
been subjected to opposition on the 
part of local interests which con- 
jure up imaginary fears and fail 
to realize that improved transpor- 
tation results in increased com- 
merce benefiting directly or indi- 
rectly all sections. 

“will Not Hurt Railroads.” 

“For example, I am convinced 
that the building of the St. Law- 
rence seaway will not injure the 
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railroads or throw their employes 
out of work; that it will not in any 
way interfere with the proper use 
of the Mississippi River or the Mis- 
souri River.for navigation. Let 
us be wholly frank in saying that 
it is better economics to send grain 
or other raw materials from our 
Northwest to Europe via the great 
lakes and St. Lawrence than it is 
to send them around three sides of 
a square—via Texas ports or the 
Mississippi, thence, through the 
Gulf of Mexico and thence, from 
the Southern end of the North At- 
lantic to its Northern end. In this 
illustration, it is well to remember 
that a straight line is the shortest 
distance between two points. 

“T am satisfied that the treaty 
contains adequate provision for the 
needs of the Chicago irainage dis- 
trict and for navigation between 
Lake Michigan and the Mississippi 
River.

OBSERVATORY REPORTS FINDING 
OF TWO NEW SMALL PLANETS 


Astronomers in Algiers Say Loca- 
tion Is in Asteroids Between 
Mars and Jupiter. 

By the Associated Press. 

ALGIERS, Algeria, Jan. 10.--The 
Algiers Observatory announced yes- 
terday the discovery of two previ- 
ously unreported small planets in 
a group of asteroids circulating be- 
tween Mars and Jupiter. The ob- 
servatory said the planets were 
found last November but announce- 
ment had been withheld until in- 
formation from other observatories 
could be checked.

PASADENA, Cal., Jan. 10.—Com- 
menting on the reported discovery 
of two small planets between Mars 
and Jupiter, Alfred H. Joy, astron-

“Some 1300 planets ranging from 
one to 100 miles in diameter have 
been observed between Mars and 
Jupiter,” said Prof. Joy.

BRITAIN BEGINS NEGOTIATIONS 
TO INCREASE U. S. HOG QUOTAS 


America in Return Will Double Im- 
portation of Liquor From 
England. 

LONDON, Jan. 10.—Great Britain 
yesterday began negotiations with 
other countries to make it possible 
to boost the United States’ quota 
of pork for shipment here. 

The proposal from Washington 


that Britain’s liquor quota be dou- 
bled in return for an increase from 
6.3 to 7.6 per cent on the pork 
quota was received. 

Official approval of the Washing- 
ton arrangement has not been 
made, some quarters believing the 
announcement was delayed in or- 
der not to embarrass Great Britain 
in a possible protest to France 
against alleged discrimination. 

It was learned that France now 
is ready to bargain with London, 
but wants concessions in return.

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PRESIDENT WANTS 
FOADS TOSET UP 
SING FUNDS 


Says These Would Have 
Enabled Railways to 
Avoid Threat of Bank- 
ruptcy Last Spring. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt favors the estab- 
lishment by railroads and utility 
companies of sinking funds to pay 
off their mortgage indebtedness. 
The President feels that if the car- 
riers had been reducing their bond- 
ed indebtedness they would have 
avoided the serious threat of bank- 
ruptcy which faced some major 
lines last spring. 

It was disclosed today at the 
White House that one of the larfest 


roads in the country was faced with 
receivership in March. 

At the same time, the President 
thinks the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and other regulatory 
agencies should take into account 
the attempt of the roads to pay off 
their mortgage debts by allowing 
them sufficient earnings to meet 
their requirements. 


It was stated that if last spring’s 
conditions had continued for an- 
other six months most of the major 
roads of the country would have 
been forced into receivership, prin- 
cipally because of their inability 
to meet interest payments on the 
mortgage debts, which in most in- 
stances constituted 50 to 60 per cent 
of the capital structure. 

The President has observed that 
it is the history of railroads in this 
country that when a bond issue be- 
comes due the roads have usually 
simply refunded and extended it in- 
stead of seeking to pay it. He 
thinks that if the carriers had more 
capital in stocks they could meet 
a crisis by passing a dividend with- 
out the threat of receivership. 

The Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission recently recommended that 
the roads establish sinking funds to 
pay off their mortgage debts. 


HUNDREDS FIRED IN MEXICO 
DUE TO MINIMUM WAGE LAW 


President Rodriguez Over Radio 
Calls on Nation to Back 
Economic Program. 
By the Associated Press. 

MEXICO, D. F., Jan. 10.—Presi- 
dent Rodriguez called on the nation 
last night to back up the Govern- 
ment in its economic program, and 
especially to speed adoption on a 
minimum wage program through- 
out the country. 

Hundreds of workers have been 
dismissed since Jan. 1, employers 
contending they were unable to op- 
erate under the system. 

The minimum salary law, which 
went into effect Jan. 1, fixing daily 
wages at from one peso (27.9 cents) 
in rural states to three pesos in 
cities, was intended to raise the 
standard of living, the President 
said. He said it would also increase 
the consuming power of the masses. 
He spoke for a half hour over the 
first national hookup of broadcast- 
ing stations in Mexico. 

“The fixing of minimum wages 
does not imply reduction of higher 
salaries provided under labor con- 
tracts, and these salaries should 
continue,” Rodriguez said.

Fleet “‘Shockingly and Danger- 
ously Deficient,’ Says Con- 
gressman Vinson. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—Hold- 
ing that .the American Navy “is 
shockingly and dangerously defi- 
cient in modern ships,” Chairman 
Vinson of the-House Naval Com- 
mittee introduced yesterday a Dill 
to bring the fleet up to treaty 
strength. 

This was the second measure in- 
troduced in two days by leading 
naval authorities in the House. The 
first, also providing a treaty navy, 
was introduced by Representative 
Britten (Rep.), Illinois, former 
chairman and now ranking Repub- 
lican on the Naval Committee. 

Vinson’s bill would authorize 
construction necessary to bring the 
navy up to the limits established 
for each category by the Washing- 
ton and London treaties. 

Since the United States already is 
built up to the maximum allowed 
battleship strength, no construction 
of first-line capital vessels would 
result under. Vinson’s measure. 

His proposal, however, would au- 
thorize the President to undertake 
the construction of new and re- 
placement ships so that the United 
States would have a modern fight- 
ing fleet within treaty limits. 

Specifically, the Vinson plan 
would permit the President to un- 
dertake ,construction of one 15,000- 
ton aircraft carrier, 99,200 tons of 
destroyers and 35,530 tons of sub- 
marines, all to replace over-aged 
ships. : 

“Japan,” Vinson said, “has a)- 
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ready provided for the full naval 
strength which she fs permitted un- 
der the Washington and London 
treaties, and Great Britain seems 
practically certain to do so. The 
United States, however,.is shocking- 
ly and dangerously deficient in 
modern ships and will remain so 
even after all of the vessels now 
building are completed. 

“Unless these additional ships are 
provided, the navy will be insuffi- 
cient to discharge its responsibili- 
ties if a major emergency should 
arise. We must not gamble with 
the national safety of the United 
States.”

STRETCHING THE CONSTITUTION, 
The Supreme Court of the. United States has spok- 
en; by a 5-to-4 decision, by Chief Justice Hughes, it 
is now the law of the land that the inherent police 
power of Government may temporarily, and to a 
limited extent, transcend the broad and general pro- 
hibitions of the Constitution. 

“No state shall pass any ... law impairing the 
obligation of contracts...” Thus reads the Federal 
Constitution (Article I, Section 10). But the State 
of Minnesota did pass such a law, somewhat easing 
the plight of mortgagors, in violation of the rights 
of mortgagees under their mortgages. The Supreme 
Court of Minnesota conceded that the “obligation of 
contracts” had been “impaired,” but sustained the 
law on the ground of police power—which, in some 
sense at least, is to a state or government what the 
right of self-defense or self-preservation is to the 
individual citizen. The Supreme Court of the United 
States now affirms this view, declaring, in the words 
of the Chief Justice: 


. . « The interrelation of the activities of our 
people and the complexity of our economic fnter- 
ests, have inevitably led to an increased use of 
the organization of society in order to protect 
the very bases of individual opportunity. 

Where, in earlier days, it was thought that 
only the concerns of individuals or of classes 
were involved, and that those of the state itself 
were touched only remotely, it has later been 
found that the fundamental interests of the state 
are directly affected; and that the question is no 
longer merely that of one party to a contract as 
against another, but of the use of reasonable 
means to safeguard the economic structure upon 
which the good of all depends. 


Against this, Mr. Justice Sutherland, in the mi- 
nority opinion, asserts that the Constitution means 
just what it says; that the part of it at issue was 
written in expressly to prevent relief of the debtor 
at the expense of the creditor, at any time, in emer- 
gency or otherwise; and that the present emergency 
—that is, the world economic depression—is nothing 
new that would alter the case. 

We are inclined to agree that, as an abstract ex- 
ercise of legal logic, there is weight and force in the 
minority opinion, but we are more impressed with 
the grasp and feel of the Chief Justice’s philosophy. 
Aptly, the Chief Justice quotes his great predecessor, 
John Marshall: “We must never forget that it is 
a Constitution we are expounding, a Constitution 
intended to endure for ages to come, and, consequent- 
ly, to be adapted to the various crises of human af- 
fairs.” In other words, Chief Justice Hughes de 
clares the Constitution must cover the common wel- 
fare; if it does not stretch, it will break. And to 
this Justice Sutherland presumably would reply: 
The proper way to stretch is by amendment, as reg- 
ularly provided for. 

Here, manifestly, are two honest and sincere posi- 
tions, but the weight of the times is with the Chief 
Justice and the majority—Justices Brandeis, Stone, 
Roberts and Cardozo—and against the minority— 
Justices Sutherland, Van Devanter, McReynolds and 
Butler. No Federal constitutional amendment had 
been proposed to meet the desperate farm mortgage 
situation—and none has yet been offered. The regu- 
lar process of amendment is notoriously slow. Of 
'what avail, then, in this or any emergency, is an 
inflexible Constitution? We commend the wisdom, 
and perhaps the ingenuity, of the majority of the 
Supreme Court in making the Constitution stretch 
without a break. 

Chief Justice Hughes frankly states that the ma- 
jority opinion is a compromise; such a compromise 
is necessary, he says, when two sound principles of 
law come into irreconcilable conflict. But it is more 
than that. It is a nice balance between strict law 
and substantial justice; without definitely forsaking 
precedent, it is a cautious feeler into the future, into 
the gospel of the New Deal.

THE FRENCH PAWNSHOP SCANDAL. 
The charge is made by several Paris newspapers 
that Serge Stavisky, fugitive swindler, did not kill 
himself, but was slain by police to protect high of- 
ficials from his possible disclosures.- The charge may 
sound fantastic, but seems an accurate reflection of ' 
French indignation over the affair. That Stavisky 
perpetrated a $40,000,000 fraud in the municipal 
pawnshop and bank at Bayonne is not the major 
cause of indignation. Rather, it is the fact that, 
though known for years as a swindler and a rogue, 
who had been twice in prison, he should have had 
official sanction for his pawnshop operations. One 
Minister has resigned, and the Cabinet will have to 
fight for its life as a result of the affair. 
A Paris correspondent writes in the New York 
Times that Stavisky “has been known not only to 
the police, but to the public, for years as a crook.” 
In 1926, newspapers printed a picture of him in 
manacles, on his way to prison. Yet, simply by 
changing his name to Alexandre, he became a high 
financier, and his last public appearance was in a 
box at the opera with the Prefect of Police! Hence, 
the most popular quotation in Paris when the pawn- 
shop collapsed was, “Something is rotten in the state 
of Denmark.” So France has another of its bizarre 
financial scandals, and another apparent alliance be- 
tween the underworld and the upper world collapses 
disastrously.

In addition, debts of states, coun- 
ties and municipalities amount to about 20 billion dol- 
lars, making a total of 52 billion dollars, or about 
$406 per capita. Senator Thomas, contemplating the 
vast total of both private and public debt, says the 
United States is bankrupt. Perhaps so. 

On the other hand, our plight becomes somewhat 
rosier when compared with that of other nations. 
Great Britain, for example, with a population of 46,- 
000,000, has a public debt of 32 billion dollars today, 
or a per capita debt_of $696. France’s debt is 16 
billion dollars and its population 42,000,000, or a 
per capita debt of $376. Italy’s debt is 7.5 billions, 
population 41,000,000, $183 per capita. These figures 
do not include the war debts which Great Britain, 
France and Italy owe externally. 

These nations, besides being smaller than the 
United States, are in far poorer position in terms 
of real wealth and potential income. Our present 
debt of 24 billion dollars amounts to only 27 per cent 
of the national income, using the year 1928, whereas 
the debts of Great Britain, France and Italy are 188 
per cent, 160 per cent and 125 per cent respectively, 
of their 1928 incomes. Great Britain’s debt amounts 


France’s to 23 per cent; Italy’s to 26 per cent. Ours 
is only 7 per cent of the country’s estimated wealth. 

If the huge emergency expenditures pull us out of 
the depression, and, of course, that is a very large 
if,” the public debt will cause no real hardship.

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MINORITY CRITICISM AT ITS BEST. 
The function of the.minority in Congress, whether 
it consists of Republicans or Democrats, is to keep 
check on the party in power—check not in the sense 
of hindering or blocking the majority party’ pro- 
gram, but in the proper sense of requiring and dis- 
seminating full information about its activities. 
Thus it is that Senator’ Arthur H. Vandenberg of 
Michigan, assistant minority leader in the Senate, 
performs precisely as a member of the opposition 
party should in his call for a strict accounting of the 
Roosevelt recovery. program’s vast cost. No one can 
read his statement without being struck by the con- 
trast between his truly constructive criticism and 
the recent partisan sniping by men of far lesser stat- 
ure who sit on the same side of the Senate. 
What the Michigan Senator has to say merits, and 
we believe will receive, widespread attention. He 
makes it plain that when he asks for a full report 
on the collection and distribution of processing taxes 
he is not uttering a counsel of timidity. He is not 
worried about the Federal Government’s credit as he 
contemplates a national debt of nearly 32 billion dol- 
lars by the middle of 1935. That, he says in effect, 
will be a small bill for the return of normal economic 
conditions, and one which the American people will 
gladly pay. . 
It is the matter of how the money is spent that 
concerns Senator Vandenberg. He recalls the re- 
mark of President Roosevelt last March about loose 
fiscal policies often undoing liberal governments. He 
repeats it now. There must be every possible check 
on exploitation and waste and misuse of public funds. 
Searching precaution, he says, is only the part of 
wisdom. 
Let us look at the way the Federal tax dollar will 
be divided during the fiscal year 1933-34. A little 
more than 30 cents will go to regular disbursements 
—interest on the public debt, national defense, vet- 
erans’ compensation, postal deficit and similar con- 
tinuing charges. More than twice that amount, or 
nearly 70 cents, will go to the emergency expendi- 
tures—25 cents to public works and unemployment 
relief, 20 cents to aid for agriculture, more than 19 
cents to railroads, banks and other business institu- 
tions, and s0 on. 
Senator Vandenberg is indisputably right. Close 
scrutiny of the use of Federal funds is always in 
order. When almost three-quarters of each tax dol- 
lar is going into abnormal channels, it becomes an 
absolute necessity. There is every reason to believe 
that President Roosevelt is in whole-hearted accord 
with this view. The records of the men he selected 
as administrators of the public and civil works funds 
indicate that they can be trusted to serve the public 
interest. He has recently brought all emergency ex- 
penditures under the surveillance of the Comptroller- 
General and the Budget Bureau. 
The President, however, cannot possibly know all 
that is going on in connection with the recovery pro- 
gram. He and his aids need, at all times and at all 
places, just the safeguard which Senator Vandenberg 
demands. The latter, in demanding it in the spirit:in 
which he does, sets a fine example as a member of 
Congress, as a Republican and as a citizen.

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IT HAPPENED IN LONDON. 


Martin Harman began as a messenger for a bank- 
ing house, worked his way up to manager, started 
out on his own, found himself as board chairman of 
17 major enterprises, with a capitalization of $100,- 
000,000.

The Voice of the Supreme Court 


ROM the opinion of the Supreme Court 
F on the Minnesota moratorium, it is pos- 

sible to obtain a fairly clear idea of the 
principle by which the Court is likely to 
judge the great mass of new legislation 
recently enacted. The case before the 
Judges turned on whether a statute of 
Minnesota, to relieve mortgagors, was con- 
trary to the provision in the Federa) Con- 
stitution against the impairment of con- 
tracts. 

The details of the statute, of the particu- 
lar case and of the argument from prece- 
dent we may leave to the lawyers. Our 
concern is with the general principles which 
were invoked by Chief Justice Hughes in 
the majority opinion holding the Minnesota 
statute constitutional. For presumably his 
statement of principles in this case dis- 
closes what will be the mind of the majority 
in considering the body of the new legis- 
lation. . 

The basic principle is that the power ex- 
ists in American Government to protect “the 
vital interests of the people.” “We must 
never forget,” says the Chief Justice, quot- 
ing Marshall, “that it is a Constitution we 
are expounding .. . a Constitution in- 
tended to endure for ages to come, and, 
consequently, to be adapted to the various 
crises of human affairs.” The Legislature 
and the Supreme Court of Minnesota had 
declared that an emergency existed which 
threatened many of the people with “the 
loss of homes and lands which furnished 
those in possession the necessary shelter 
and means of subsistence.” 

The Chief Justice finds that the Minne- 
sota' estimate of the facts of the situation 
“cannot be regarded as a subterfuge or as 
lacking in adequate basis,” and that it is 
“beyond cavil” that there were conditions 
in Minnesota “urgently demanding relief.” 
In other. words, this law tc postpone the 
redemption of mortgages and prevent fore- 
closure was honest. It responded to a true 
estimate of the facts. It was not a sly device 
for enabling debtors to cheat their creditors, 

* s . 


Thus it transpires that the Court holds 
that extraordinary legislation may be jus; 
tified, provided it is clear that it deals with 
a real public need. Apparently the Court 
will insist upon being convinced,that the 
extraordinary laws are what they profess 
to be; measures to protect the public in- 
terest under extraordinary circumstances. 
A layman reading this opinion must, I 
think, conclude that the Court will insist 
upon evidence that the new laws do not 
mask ulterior purposes; that under tho 
guise of protecting “the vital interests of 
the people” in an emergency they are not 
permanent alterations in established obliga- 
tions and in the established limitations of 
government power. 

The Court does not say that a legislature 
may do what it likes on the plea that there 
is an emergency. It says that a legislature 
may do what is necessary, but what it does 
must be done sincerely, candidly and with 
plain.and specific relation to the actual sit- 
uation. | 

In recognizing that power exists to deal 
with the emergency, the Court, furthermore, 
lays down the rule that extraordinary -legis- 
lation must be “temporary in operation . . . 
(and) limited to the exigency which called 
it forth.” A legislature, for example, may 
relieve debtors in a crisis by giving them 


-T me 


a moratorium, but it cannot cancel their 
debts for all time to cgme. This statute 
runs until May 1, 1935. “The operation of 
the statute,” says the Court, “could not 
validly outlast the emergency or be so ex- 


‘ tended as virtually to destroy the contracts.” 


This appears to be quite in line with other 
decisions in recent years which draw a 
rather sharp line between temporary and 
permanent legislation. Toward temporary 
laws to meet a crisis, the Court is very lib- 
eral; it recognizes that the power exists to 
do any reasonable thing to meet a crisis, be 
it war, or earthquake and flood and fire, or 
an economic convulsion. But laws which 
are to be permanent, it quite evidently in- 
tends to scrutinize carefully and to judge 
by much stricter standards of constitutional 
powers and rights. 

° ° 


Although the Minnesota decision is by a 
narrow majority of five to four, few reason- 
able people have eyer doubted that the 
Court would uphold emergency legislation 
that was patently sincere. 'It would be a 
strange Constitution which prevented a 
legislature from using its best judgment to 
protect its people during a great calamity, 
which bound it so that, in the theoretical 
interest of the creditor, it could not act to 
prevent a disaster which would overwhelm 
creditor and debtor alike. But at the same 
time, this decision by the so-called “liberals” 
of the Court makes it perfectly clear that 
permanent changes in American institutions 
cannot be wrought by subterfuges, by ex- 
ploiting the emergency for ends Which, how- 
ever good in themselves, are not part of the 
emergency. 

This is the genuine liberal doctrine. It 
contemplates a Government of powers adapt- 
ed, as Marshall said, to the various crisis 
of human affairs. But it contemplates also 
a Government in which permanent changes 
in institutions must be made only by the 
considered action of the people, by the peo- 
ple and their representatives when the is- 
sues are squarely presented, when they huve 
had the opportunity to know what they are 
doing, when they are not confused by the 
pressure of an immediate crisis and are un- 
der no compulsion to assent to what they do 
not really believe in because they are fright- 
ened by a great but temporary danger. 

A Constitution which is flexjble enough to 
enable governments to deal with a crisis 
and yet strong enough to withstand tempta- 
tion to scrap essential parts of it ih mo- 
ments of excitement is likely to weather 
many storms. The Constitution which the 
Chief Justice has once more expounded is 
the Constitution which the great mass of 
the people have believed in.

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EXPLAINS PHYSOLOGY 
OF HUMAN EMOTION 


Harvard Scientist. Delivers 
Hodgen Lecture. Before St. 
Louis Medical Society. 


Why Judy O’Grady and the 
Colonel’s lady are emotional “sis- 
ters under the skin,” was laid down 


physiology in Harvard Medical 
School, in the annual Hodgen lec- 


A memorial plaque of Dr. John 
T. Hodgen, famous St. Louis physi- 
ologist and surgeon, who died in 
1882, was unveiled as the gift of 


Medical Fund Society, which spon- 
sor the annual lecture. The plaque 
is a bronze by Malvina Hoffman. 

The emotional kinship reached 
much further than Kipling ind1- 
cated, Dr. Cannon made clear. The 
Colonel’s lady might react to the 
same emotion in essentially the 
same way as the Colonel’s cats 
and rage might cause a captain 
of finance to growl and show his 
teeth no less than his terrier pup. 


Bodily Changes Undcr Emotion. 


The similarity extended beneath 
these. superficial aspects to the 
deeper changes—“an increase of 
blood-sugar, a redistribution of 
blood in the body, a greater output 
of adrenal secretion and a diges- 
tive process that is inhibited.” 


And in explaining that kinship, 
Dr. Cannon touched on the root of 
the ineptness of human emotions 
in many situations that call them 
forth in modern civilization. The 
sudden, unified mobilization of all 
the body forces in a rage was use- 
ful enough when primitive man had 
a fight on his hands or no food in 
his larder. But when the same 
thing occurred in a debutante in 
circumstances where physical com- 
bat to use the mobilized forces 
would hardly be appropriate, it 
merely made her ill. 


The reason man’s inward emo- 
tional response is the same as the 
animals’, and therefore far out of 
date in many modern conditions, 
was traced by Dr. Cannon to the 
position of the brain center con- 
trolling it. He outlined research. of 
himself and his colleagues indicat- 
ing that it lay in the thalamic re- 
gion, in the “ancient” part of. the 
brain, virtually unchanged through 
the whole range of vetebrates up 
to and including mankind. 

Man’s distinguishing characteris- 
tic in the nervous system, was the 
“relatively enormous development 
of the cerebral hemispheres, with 
their much folded cortical layers,” 
which he described as “new and 
special features in the human be 


from all other related fellow- 
creatures.” | 

This “much folded” cortex, he 
went on, was the seat of conscious 
thought and voluntary control. 
When _ it was removed voluntary 
control was abolished. 

Its control might be suspended 
by anesthesia. Thus a patient un- 
der light ether might struggle or 
mutter as in rage; or, under ni- 
trous oxide gas, might laugh or 
weep. 

Even more strange, when a form 
of paralysis interrupted voluntary 
control of facial muscles on one 
side, a facetious or tragic story 
might make the patient laugh or 
cry with symmetrical response on 
both sides. But, if there were dam- 
age to one side in the thalamic in- 
stead of the cortical region, the pa- 
tient could voluntarily control both 
sides of the face, but emotional 
stimulus would result in one-sided 
laughing or weeping. 

The captain of finance, through 
the higher centers in the brain 
cortex—in mcre familiar words, by 
the exercise of the intelligence— 
might be able to suppress the out- 
ward signs of rage. But, said Dr. 
Cannon, while the cortex and the 
thalamus exercised dual control 
over the facial muscles, so _ that 
there might be “both voluntary and 
emotional expression,” the inward 
effects answered only to the or- 
ders of the thalamus, quite beyond 
the conscious will. 

Dual Nature of Control. 

“Thus,” he remarked, “a person 
may put on a bold face because 
cortical government of the facial 
muscles can at times dominate the 
emotional government of those 
muscles, but he may be boiling in- 
side, because the cortex cannot gov- 
ern the organs of the thorax and 
the abdomen.” 

Location of emotional centers in 
the thalamus, he said, might ex- 
plain “the mysterious character of 
emotional experience.” Probably, 
he pointed out, there were no con-, 
scious states directly associated 
with the operation of that part of 
the brain. If the reactions there 
entered consciousness only as they 
were signaled to the cortex, “there 
would be a reasonable explanation 
of the mystery.” 

“The emotional element would be

Harvey Gilmer Mudd, eminent sur- 
geon and chief of staff of St. Luke’s 
Hospital, at noon today, was at- 
tended by a gathering which filled. 
most of the pews of Christ Church 
Cathedral. Dr. Mudd died last 
Aug. 15. - 

The uniformed nurses of St. 
Luke’s, graduates and students, oc- 
cupied center pews, and the hos- 
pital’s directors and staff sat oppo- 
site them, both groups entering and 
departing behind the cathedral 
choir in the processional and the 
recessional, In the congregation 
were many physicians, and personal 
friends of Dr. Mudd, including lead- 
ing business and professional men. 

Mrs. Margaret Mudd, the sur- 
geon’s widow, and her son, Dr. 
Stuart Mudd of Philadelphia, were 
in a front pew. Among visitors 
from out of the city were Dr. David 
Nowlin of Montgomery City, Mo., 
and William Pettibone of Hannibal, 
a friend of the family. 

The service, lasting one hour, was 
conducted by Dean Sweet of the Ca- 
thedral and the Rev. Rufus D. S. 
Putney, superintendent of St. Luke’s 
Hospital. The speakers were Dr. 
Malvern B. Clopton, who is Dr. 
Mudd’s successor as chief of staff 
of the hospital, and Bishop William 
Scarlett. The hymns sung ‘were 
“For All the Saints,” “O Master, Let 
Me Walk With Thee,” and “The 
Strife Is O’er.” The choir sang as 
an anthem, “Souls of the Right- 
} cous.” 


Dr. Clopton’s Tribute. 

Dr. Clopton spoke of the impulse 
given to Dr. Mudd in his choice of 
life work by his uncle, Dr. John T. 
Hodgen, and his older brother, Dr, 
Henry H. Mudd, both leaders in the 
medical profession, and successively 
chiefs of staff of St. Luke’s from 
its beginning until 1899, when Dr. 
Harvey Mudd succeeded his broth- 


r. 
“Dr. Mudd entered the profes- 
sion,” the speaker said, “at a time 
when bacterial organisms were 
first being generally recognized in 
medical practice, and methods of 
combatting them were being for- 
mulated. He kept abreast of the 
tides that swept us into the modern 
practice of surgery. 

.“He was the general surgeon par 
excellence, successful in a special- 
ty, but pre-eminent in general sur- 
gery, where he made the fullest use 
of his rare judgment, his honesty 
and his courage. He raised the 
practice of surgery to a splendid 
art. 

“With his industry and skill were 
combined delightful human qual- 


ing characteristic his conscientious- 
ness, which influenced every ac 
tion.” 

* Dr. Clopton spoke of the interest 
taken by Dr. Mudd in the nurses of 
St. Luke’s. “He was their friend 
and champion,” he said, “and they 


was their ideal leader.” . 

Bisnop Scarlett’s Address. 
Bishop Scarlett told how, before 
coming to St. Louis,the was told by 
a leading citizen of Arizona: “You 
will find a great man in St. Louis,” 
the reference bein, to Dr. Mudd. 
He outlined the story of profession- 
al service and personal friendship 
which the Arizona man told him, 
and said, “This could be multiplied 
many times.” 

“Dr. Mudd had an unusual per 
sonality,” the Bishop said. -“He 
-had the gift of friendship, a genuine 
liking for people, a broad sym- 
pathy. He loved nature. At his 
summer home, he would rise at 
dawn and go into the woods to 
hear a thrush. ©n the brink of the 
Grand Canyon, I have seen him 
more interested in finding a tiny 
flower, new to him, than in viewing 
the great expanse of the chasm. He 
was a lover of music, a lover of 
sports, a lover .f dogs. 
“He had that simplicity which 
the heart of high religion. He has 
told me, with much emotion, of a 
patient who, before the udminister- 
ing of an anesthetic, offered prayer 
for him and his assistants. He 
once showed me a clipping which 
he treasured, ‘A Rough-NecK Re- 
ligion, which told how a New York 
prize fight crowd, at the referee's 
suggestion, stood’in silent prayer 
for the safety of Charles Lind- 
bergh, who was then flying the 
Atlantic. . 

“Medicine and religion were once 
joined. The world gained in some 
ways by their separation, but there 
was also a loss of the sense of 
unity of service. Perhaps the time 
will come again when there can be 
a re-joining of the two. The third 
of the gospels was written by a 
physician, and it is the most hu- 
man of the gospels, containing the 
story of the Good Samaritan and 
the Prodigal Son. St. Paul cails its 
author ‘Luke, the beloved physi- 
cian.’ The highest praise we can 
here give our friend is to say, in 
the words of Paul, ‘Harvey Mudd, 
the beloved physician.’”

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TAYLOR TO SEEK 
AN INJUNCTION 
AGAINST CITY 
BOXING BOARD 


By W. J. McGoogan 


A main event unusual to boxing 
and wrestling pro battle 
between the City and the State Ath- 
letic Commissions—looms in the 
near future when the city attempts 
to enforce Ordinance No. 40,224 ap- 
proved by Mayor Dickmann, Dec. 
26, providing for a committee of 
members of the Board of Aldermen 
to govern boxing and wrestling con- 
tests in St. Louis. 

The provisions of this ordinance 
are such as to make Seneca C. Tay- 
lor, Missouri commissioner for the 
St. Louis district, think that the 
city authorities are trying to usurp 
some of his power. And he’s not 
going to stand for it, so he plans to 
seek an injunction soon to enjoin 
the city from proceeding under the 
bill. 

Two Per Cent Limit on Passes. 

The ordinance provides, among 
other things, that the tax of 5 per 
cent of the gross receipts of boxing 
and wrestling programs shall be 
collected by the License Collector 
within 48 hours of the holding of a 
show, and the records and receipts 
of the organization conducting the 
exhibition shall be checked by the 
Comptroller or his representative. 

Inspectors to the number of eight 
at $3 per show are to be on hand 
at the doors, and,the City Commis- 
sion shall have the power to ap- 
prove or reject dates for pene 
ances. 

It is also provided that free tick- 
ets must be stamped by the city 
commission as well as the State 
body and the total number of passes 
not exceed 2 per cent of the seating 
capacity of the building in which 
the exhibition is held. Members of 
the commission «nd its inspectors 
shall have the power to exclude 
from the building all persons except 
those who have paid for admission 
and those having duly authorized 
free passes. 

“It Will Be Enforced.” 

These provisions were for the 
most part contained in the old ordi- 
naces which the new one repealed, 
but the former city commission 
permitted Taylor to govern the 
shows with little or no interference. 
But Michael J. Scott, Alderman of 
the Twenty-first Ward, who intro- 
duced the new ordinance, aided in 
its passage, and is now chairman 
of the commission, says the ordi- 
nance will be enforced. That the 
city commission will pass upon all 
dates and supervise the issuance 
of free tickets, although he is will- 
ing to co-operate with the State 
bod 


y. 

e feel that we have the right 
to govern exhibitions within the 
boundaries of St. Louis,” he said, 
“and we are going to do so. Taylor 
has exceeded his powers in ignoring 
the city commission and we are go- 
ing to demand recognition.” 

To all of which Taylor replies 
that the only conceivable power 
that the city could have over box- 
ing and wrestling would be the col- 
lection of taxes and the assignment 
of dates “and the ordinance,” says 
Taylor, “gives the job of collecting 
the tax to the Comptroller so the 
only function they have left is the 
assigning of dates~if they have 
that.” 

First Associate City Counselor W. 
A. Wayman said it was his opinion 
that the ordinance was all right so 
long as it did not conflict with the 
State Iaw but where a question of 
authority rose the State would take 
precedence.

- Manus Collection Sale. 


After a series of sal-s lasting 
nearly a year, the 50,000 stamps of 
the British Empire} division of the 
famous Manus collection has been 
disposed of in London for apprixi- 
mately $175,000. Thie collection was 
that of Henry Philip Manus, Am- 
sterdam tobacco magnate, wLo died 
two years ago, and represented 70 
years of stamp gathering. 

Manus started in at the age of 10, 
but about 30 years ago he found ihe 
task of assembling the world’s 
stamps so great that he confined 
his attention to the British Empire 
and divided his other collections 
among his sons. 

In the collection were rare Mauri- 
tius specimens, including the one- 
pence and the two-pence “post of- 
fice” Mauritius which brought about 
$20,000. 

The second and third auction 
sales of the Hind collection will con- 
sist of British Empire stamps and 
will be held in separate weeks in 
April. This portion of the collec- 
tion of Arthur Hind is generally 
considered the best and most im- 
portant of all his stamps. The cat- 
alog value of the British Empire 
' Stamps is about $1,000,000, almost 

double the catalog value of the Unit- 
ed States stamps recently sold. 

Arthur Hind endeavored to make 
his collection as complete as pos- 
sible in unused stamps, both in 
blocks and singles, and it was only 
when he thought that uncanceled 
copies would be unobtainable that 
- he consented to add used copies to 
his collection of British Empire 
stamps. The most famous stamp of 
his entire collection, the 1s: ma- 
genta of British Guiana, for which 
he paid $38,500, is not included in 
- thege sales due to a legal action, 
but will probably be put up later. 
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Delay in New Issue. 


In response to inquiries received 
by the Postoffice Department as to 
what progress is being made on the 
new series to portray former Presi- 
dents, the announcement was made 
that delay is due to the fact that 
the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing has been working day and night

President Roosevelt, in response |

ILLS seem to be one of the 
favorite methods of mortal 
man to get in a final thrust 
against “the slings and arrows of 
outrageous fortune,”-or against his 
enemies; to satisfy grudges or ob- 
ligations, or to attain a last grati- 
fication of a foible. <As a result 
since history began some very 
curious wills have been of record, 
and continue to be made, even 
though the testator may realize a 
curious will is the most likely to 
be contested. 


Not always so, however. There 
was, for instance, the will left sev- 
eral centures ago by one Meinheer 
Van Kole, who like many Holland- 
ers, was an inveterate smoker. De- 
spite a consumption of 150 grams 
(approximately five ounces) of to- 
bacco daily, he lived to be 90 years 
old. He left a will directing that 
his casket be lined with his old 
cigar boxes, and that his favorite 
meerschaum pipe, a box of matches 
and a package of tobacco be placed 
in his caskét. His will further 
directed that all his friends be in- 
vited to his funeral and each one 
given two pipes and a package of 
tobacco, with instructions to smoke 
incessantly throughout the services. 
His will was carried out, and at the 
funeral the smoke was so dense 
that a horn had to be blown at 
the door to enable the mourners to 
find their way out of the house. As 
a final tribute to their late friend, 
the mourners marched around the 
grave and cast ashes from the pipes 
on the casket as it was lowered. 


The foregoing story is one of 
those discovered in old archives by 
Judge Fred J. Hoffmeister, who 
has devoted a considerable portion 
of his time to going through records 
for unusyal wills, and who has 
specialized in the history and tech- 
nicalities of wills. He told the 
story, along with several others in 
giving a talk on the subject of wills 
yesterday before the St. Louis Col- 
lege Club. 

“Governeur Morris, prominent in 
the early days of the United States, 
was happily married,” related Judge 
Hoffmeister. “So when he died he 
left a large fortune to his wife, with 
the direction that in case she re- 
married, the income was to be dou- 
bled.” 


A bachelor in the East, however, 
felt differently about matrimony. 
As a result he willed all his proper- 
ty to three women who had reject- 
ed his proposals with the explana- 
tion: “To them I owe all my.earthly 
happiness.” ms 

“T. M. Zink, a lawyer, who died 
at Le Mars, Ia., in 1930, left an un- 
usual will,” said Judge Hoffmeis- 
ter. “He left a sum of money to be 
invested that at the end of 75 years 
would increase to $3,000,000. With 
this money his will directed that the 
Zink Womanless Library be erect- 
ed. Above the door at the main en- 
trance is to be cut in the stone, ‘No 
Woman Admitted.’ Only books 


men were to be in the library and 
in erecting the structure the design, 
decorations and appointments were 
not to suggest feminine influence.

A will that tested the patience of 
the heirs was made also in 1910 by 
an Englishman, who directed that 
five compartments of his desk be 
opened one at a time on the first 
five anniversaries of his death. The 
first, second and third compart- 
ments were found to be empty but 
the fourth contained a note read- 
ing, “Have faith and hope and you 
will attain your desires.” The fifth 
compartment held the will properly 
executed and leaving the heirs 
what they hoped to inherit. 

There have been many cases 
where superstition had influenced 
the testator in making his will. 
Alexander Hamilton had a premo- 
nition that Aaron Burr would kill 
him in a duel and so stated in his 
will. Lord Bulwer Lytton gave 
special] directions that his body be 
carefully examined after his death 
to prevent his being buried while 
in a trance.

“Sennacherib, an Assyrian monarch 
in 681 B. C. disposed of gold, ivory 
and precious stones in his will. He 
was assassinated by two of his sons. 
Plato made a will in 348 B. C. and 
Aristotle in 322 B. C. The latter 
disposed of his slaves, and made 
a marriage provision for his daugh- 
ter. To his prospective son-in-law 
he left an estate in the event of tis 
daughter's dying before her mar 
riage.

“In the year of 1118 A. D. the 
Earl of Mellant, a Crusader search-

Tobacco 


UCH has been written con- 
M cerning the alleged harmful 

effects of smoking tobacco, but 
very few solid proofs have been 
brought forth to substantiate such 
claims. 

That the smoking. of tobacco will 
“shorten one’s wind,” will accceler- 
ate the heart beat and cause a few 
other minor physiologic disturb- 
ances has been reported from every- 
day experience. 

However, to measure the signifi- 
cance of these disturbances and to 
weight them against the satisfac 
tion which smokers claim they get 
from indulging in their smoke is no 
simple task. . 

There is one serious condition in 
which tobacco is looked upon as the 
responsible agent. This condition, 
known as.thromboangiitis obliterans, 
consists in a narrowing of the cali- 
ber of the arteries of the extremi- 
ties. 

This narrowing interferes with 
blood circulation and results in 
the victims suffering excruciating 
pains. ; 

The use of tobacco for long time 
has been suspected to be in some 
way related to the disease, for in 
the main it was found confined to 
tobacco-smoking men and, strange- 
ly, to Polish Jews. In the tobacco 
it was the nicotine element that 
was thought to be responsible for 
the injurious effects. 

Recently, however, a group of 
New York scientists have brought 
forth evidence to show that it is not 
nicotine, but other elements in to- 
bacco which are injurious. 

Thirteen patients suffering from 
thromboangiitis obliterans were 
tested for sensitiveness to nicotine. 
The results were negative. How- 
ever, 77 per cent of the group was 
shown to be sensitive to other ele 
ments in tobacco. 

Fifty-eight healthy non-smoking 
individuals showed that 16 per cent 
had an hereditary or acquired sen- 
sitiveness to tobacco. Ninety-five 
healthy smokers showed that 36 
per cent were sensitive to tobacco. 

It was shown also that not all in- 
dividuals are sensitive to every type

Wherein the Three-Bid Differs 

Completely From the Two-Bid. 

The differences are far more 
striking than the points of resem- 
blance. 

First. A three-bid may never be 
made on a suit of less than six 
cards in length; and that suit must 
be very nearly solid. 

Second. It is decided from the 
start that the opening bidder will 
be the ultimate declarer; and, with 
one rare exception, the hand will 
be played with the suit constituting 
the three-bid as trumps. 

Third. Since the opening bidder 
already knows in which suit the 
hand is to be played, and that he 
has game in his own hand in that 
suit, he is not seeking any informa- 
tion about his partner’s distribu- 
tion; the grouping of dummy’s 
cards is almost a negligible factor. 
Obviously, therefore, 

Fourth. The information he seeks 
from his partner is solely concerned 
with slam development, not with 
game. That is to say, he needs only 
to know about certain high cards 
which, by their presence or absence, 
determine the slam possibility and 
either do or do not constitute a 
duplication of values between the 
two hands. 

Fifth. As the opening bidder does 
not require trump support and does 
not need the co-operation of) his 
partner in selecting a trump suit, 


the probing process — which after 
a two-bid could only start after a 
trump suit had been agreed on— 
starts at the very moment that the 
three-bid is made. The first re- 
sponse is an answer to the “probe” 
question contained in the three-bid, 
and the bidding continues by 
probes. . 
The Role of the Responding Hand. 
The role of the responding hand 
is absolutely mechanical. He is 
there only to answer the questions 
which the opening bidder proceeds 
to put to him in the language of 
cards. He must not volunteer in- 
formation which has not been spe- 
cifically requested except in rare 
cases when he can do so without 
in any possible manner causing the 
bidding to go around higher than 
the opening bidder had already ar- 
ranged for. Forget this exception 
for the thoment—I will explain it 
after you have become familiar 
with the routine responding pro-

Tomato Canape 

Mash a large can of boneless and 
skinless sardines and work to a 
paste with mayonnaise, lemon juice, 
Worcestershire sauce, salt and 
pepper. Spread on rounds of toast 
and on this place a slice of peeled 
tomato. Mix whipped cream swith 
prepared horseradish and season 
highly. Cover tomato and garnish 
with chopped olives and parsley. 

Smothered Guinea Chicken. 
Quarter guinea chicken and dust 
well with salt and pepper and dip 
in flour.. Heat one-fourth cup of 
bacon drippings in a roasting pan, 
place guinea chickens in pan and 
lay thin strips of salt pork over 
all. Brown quickly, then remove 
the salt pork. Reduce the heat, add 
one cup of water, cover, and bake 
for an hour and a quarter, basting 
frequently with the moisture of the 
pan. Place on a heated platter 
and thicken gravy slightly. Gar- 
nish dish with’ baxed oranges. 


Baked Oranges. 
Cut off blossom end from medi- 
um-sized seedless oranges. Remove 
core and pith. With a sharp knife 
loosen meat from rind and fill with 
butter and sugar. Place in a pan

Cover with buttered crumbs,. ar- 
range in a buttered baking dish and 
bake for 10 minutes, basting with 
a little beef or veal stock. 

Filbert Roll. 

Four whole eggs. 

One cup of sugar. 

One cup of flour. 

One teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der. 

Pinch of salt. 

Beat the eggs light, add the sugar 
gradually. Fold in the flour sifted 
with the baking powder and salt 
and flavor with vanilia. Spread on 
a large tin that has been lined with 
buttered paper and bake in a quick 
oven for 12 minutes. Turn out on 
a damp towel and trim edges and 
roll up until ready to use. 

Filbert Filling. 

Soak one tablespoon of gelatin in 
one-fourth cup of cold water. Add to 
one-half cup of scalded cream and 
stir until dissolved. Whip two and 
a half cups of heavy cream and stir 
in one-half cup of powdered sugar 
and one teaspoon of vanilla. Fold 
gelatin mixture into whipped cream 
and add three-quarters of a pound 
of ground filberts. ‘Spread evenly 
over cake, roll and cover with 
whipped cream. Serve with cara- 
mel sauce. 

Caramel Sauce. 

Melt one cup of granulated sugar 
until amber colored. Add one cup 
of water and boil until slightly 
thickened. Pour around roll or 
serve in a separate sauce dish.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The 
enate today passed unanimously 

e Johnson bill to prohibit finan- 
cial transactions, private or public, 
with any foregin government in de- 
fault on its obligations to the Unit- 
ed States. 

The action followed closely a re- 
versal of the Senate’s position in 
approving an amendment to the 
liquor tax bill placing heavy excise 
taxes on liquors from nations be- 
hind in their debts to this country. 

The bil!, introduced last session 
by Senator Johnson (Rep.), Califor- 

ia, fixes a fine of $10,000 and im- 
risonment for five years for any- 
one purchasing or selling the bouds, 
securities or other obligations of 
ny foreign government issued here- 
after or to make any loan to.such 
foreign government cr subdivi<ion 
thereof, while such government is 
in default in the payment of its 
debt, either in whole or in part to 
the United States. 

Notice that he would seek recon- 
sideration of the passage of the bill 
was given later by Senator Rohin- 
son of Arkansas, the Democratic 
leader: 

Robinson said the measure, 
passed while he was absent from 
the chamber today, was “very‘ 
extraordinary” in that it would “put 
a man in the penitentiary and fine 
him $10,000 for buying a (foreign) 

nd.” 

He afterward was informed it 
only affected securities hereafter 
issued. He nevertheless made the 
motion but did not press it imme- 
diately. 

Text of Measure. 

The bill, which now goes to the 
House, came up on the unanimous 
consent calendar, with few Senators 
on the floor. Its text follows: 

“That hereafter it shall be un!aw- 
ful for any person within the Unit- 
ed States or any place subject to 

e jurisdiction of the United 

tes to purchase or sell the bords, 
securities or other obligations of 
any foreign government issued after 
the passage of this act, | 

“Or to make any loan to such for- 
eign government, including any po- 
litical subdivision thereof, wiile 
such government or political subdi- 
Vision is in default in the payment 
of its obligations, or any part there- 
of, to the Government or to any cit- 
zen of the United States or to any 
corporation organized in the United 
States. 

“Any person violating the provi- 
sions of this act shall on conviction 
thereof be fined not more than $10,- 
000 or imprisoned for not more than 
five years, or both. 

“As used in this act, the term 
‘person’ includes individual, part- 
nership, corporation or association.”
